Huge influx expected 
as benefit cap will 
drive families out 
of inner London

HARINGEY will be flooded by poor fami¬ 
lies desperately seeking places to live after 
being priced out of central London. 

That is the stark warning from Haringey Council 
leader Claire Kober in response to George 
Osborne’s public spending review, which threatens 
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to plunge residents in Haringey into homeless¬ 
ness and place already strained public services 
under huge pressure. 

She cautioned that the housing benefit cap, 
due to start in April 2011, could see families dri¬ 
ven out of pricier London boroughs suddenly 
inundating Haringey. 

Social housing funding is to be slashed by 60 
per cent, housing benefit capped at £400 per 
week for a four-bedroom house and £250 for a 
two-bedroom home, and new social housing 
tenants will be asked to stump up 80 per cent of 
the market rent under plans unveiled last month 
by the chancellor. 

“We are extremely concerned that the housing 
benefit cap will lead to massive migration into 
Haringey from other London boroughs where 
rents are significantly higher,” Ms Kober said. 

“The increased demand will inflate rents, 
place huge pressure on services such as schools, 
transport, health and social care, exacerbate 
Haringey’s overcrowding problems, impact on 
social cohesion, make it harder for the council to 
provide sufficient housing and lead to an 
increase in poorly managed, unsafe and substan¬ 
dard private rental accommodation. 

“Capping will also severely limit the council’s 
ability to use privately rented homes, leading to 
more homelessness and more families left in 
temporary accommodation.” 

There are currently more than 200 households 


in Haringey which receive more than the bene¬ 
fits cap - 57 which pay more than £250 per 
week and 174 which pay more than £400. Under 
the coalition government’s new rules, every single 
one of those families, many of whom have 
already borne the brunt of the recession with 
high unemployment and soaring prices, will see 
their housing benefit curtailed come April. 

A council spokeswoman confirmed the 
authority has already been contacted by officials 
from other boroughs intending to place families 
in Haringey. The east of the borough, where 
rents are cheaper but levels of deprivation 
higher, are likely to see the worst of the influx. 

Housing officers are now desperately seeking 
new accommodation to replace costly property 
currently used in an attempt to ready the bor¬ 
ough for the unprecedented influx. 

Keith Flett, chairman of Haringey Trades 
Union Congress, warned that caps to housing 
benefit could “fundamentally damage the frag¬ 
ile social fabric and balance” of Haringey. 

He said: “The result of this could be consider¬ 
able population movement, with the fine bal¬ 
ance in Haringey between the less and better off 
being tilted towards the latter. There may well be 
a legitimate concern that, in areas like Haringey, 
rents are too high for ordinary people. 

“The answer is not to whack those people but 
to control the rents that landlords can charge.”

Needy families 
to face burden 
of housing cuts

THE overhaul of the housing system will 
lead to more families being evicted from 
their homes, according to a charity which 
tackles homelessness in Haringey. 

Indira Kartallozi, a senior advice 
worker at CARIS Haringey, has warned 
its long-term impacts could also include a 
steep increase in children living in 
poverty and mental health problems 
among those struggling to cope. 

She told the Advertiser that she was 
feeling “pessimistic” about the situation 
but pledged the charity would continue 
helping “as many families” as it could. 

Miss Kartallozi said: “We had an idea 
before the cuts were introduced that it 
was going to have a real impact. We now 
realise it is going to be massive. We are 
going to have an increase in homeless¬ 
ness and be in a situation where we will 
not be able to build any more properties. 

“We are talking about real families with 
multiple issues and complex needs and 
Haringey is obviously a deprived area 
anyway. This is going to add more burden 
to services in the borough. 

“We often come across households who 
have been placed in Haringey by local 
authorities as far away as Birmingham 


and they often come from London bor¬ 
oughs such as Camden and Islington. But 
there is very little support for these 
households. They are often forgotten by 
their own boroughs and find it very diffi¬ 
cult to get any assistance from them.” 

She said the families who approach 
CARIS for help are often “angry and 
frustrated” about their situation and have 
often been living in “very poor condi¬ 
tions” in temporary accommodation by 
the time they ask for assistance. The 
charity deals with people who have 
become homeless for many reasons: asy¬ 
lum seekers or refugees, people who are 
mentally or physically ill or even those 
fleeing domestic violence. 

“There are going to be more children 
becoming homeless who will do less well 
at school and who will achieve less over 
the years,” Miss Kartallozi added. 

“This clearly goes against national 
strategies to tackle poverty and mental 
health problems in both adults and 
children. These people are going to be 
caught in between the landlords and the 
local authority. 

“These are the people who end up 
facing the consequences.”

Landlady battling against ‘tenants from hell’

A LANDLADY has told how 
“tenants from hell” transformed 
her terraced house in a quiet 
Tottenham street into a money¬ 
spinning hairdressing salon. 

The front room of the four-bed¬ 
room property in Downhills Park 
Road is filled with chairs, hair¬ 
driers and other hairstyling equip¬ 
ment and has a price list on the 
wall offering Brazilian hair treat¬ 
ments for as much as £500. 

The tenants have also installed 
a hairdresser’s washbasin and 
extra washing machines in a back 
room without the owner’s perm¬ 
ission, chopped down trees in the 
back garden and allegedly 
blocked up drains with hair. 

Angry Maureen Pollock, 59, said 
that she has informed the tenants 


in three letters that they should 
leave the house but they have 
refused to budge. She told the 
Advertiser: “You hear so much 
about landlords from hell but these 
are tenants from hell. This used to 
be my home and now I feel like 
crying when I walk through it. 

“I had permission to go round 
the house on Thursday but they 
pushed me out of the door, threat¬ 
ening to call the police. 

“There were five or six adults 
there and yet they told me the 
owners were away in Paris for 
the weekend - I’ve no idea who 
they are. 

“There are so many people 
coming in and out of the property 
for hairdressing and reflexology 
that neighbours in the street 
have complained. 

“They’ve also tampered with 


the gas and plumbed in a basin 
and washing machines because 
they do people’s laundry too. 
They’re doing it non-stop.” 

The family, a husband and 
wife and four children, have been 
living at the property since 
December 2008. 

A woman who answered the 
door on Friday said she was a 
“friend” of the occupants and 
insisted the tenants had a licence 
to operate from Haringey 
Council. A council spokeswoman 
said no application to change the 
property’s use from residential to 
commercial had been made. 

Ms Pollock said she had tried a 
“softly softly approach” and was 
now planning to evict the family 
through the courts. 

“I don’t need this grief at my 
age,” she added. 


Ally Pally 
chiefs snuff 
out bonfire 
night visits 


WORRIED bosses at Alexandra 
Palace have urged people 
not to turn up on Saturday 
after its annual fireworks 
display was cancelled amid 
rocketing costs. 

The display, which normally 
attracts up to 70,000 visitors, 
left the palace with a £63,000 
deficit last year and the 
decision was “reluctantly” taken 
to scrap this year’s event. 

Voluntary donations from 
audience members had not 
been enough to cover the cost 
of staging the display and 
palace chiefs said they had 
no choice but to pull the plug. 

Now they are reminding 
people not to turn up on 
Saturday when the display was 
traditionally held, or on Guy 
Fawkes’ Night on Friday 
November 5, to avoid being 
disappointed. 

“Faced with even higher 
stewarding and traffic and 
crowd-control costs for 
the event, and against a 
climate of impending public 
sector cuts, we reluctantly felt 
we couldn’t risk what might 
potentially be an even bigger 





shortfall this year,” explained 
councillor Pat Egan, chairman 
of the Alexandra Park And 
Palace Board Of Trustees. 

“It was a real struggle to 
come to the decision, especially 
as it is a really well supported 
community event with a great 
atmosphere enjoyed by 
thousands every year. 

“The money we save will be 
used for urgent repairs to the 
fabric of the building - which 
must take priority in today’s 
economic climate.” 

Mr Egan had sought help from 
Haringey Council and several 
national and regional bodies, 
including local MPs and the 
Greater London Authority, in 
an attempt to secure funding, 
but abandoned the hunt for a 
financial bail-out in July. 

The trust is now searching 
for alternative sources of 
funding to restore the fireworks 
display in 2011. 
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Talented lawyer 
killed on tracks 
inspires tributes

A PROMINENT human rights 
lawyer working for a law firm in 
Wood Green has been named by 
police as the transvestite killed after 
allegedly being pushed into the path 
of an oncoming Tube train. 

David Burgess, who was also 
known as Sonia, was waiting for 
a Piccadilly Line train at King’s Cross 
station at 6.30pm on October 25 
when the tragedy unfolded in front of 
rush-hour commuters. 

Last Friday colleagues who worked 
with the 63-year-old at Luqmani 
Thompson And Partners in Wood 
Green paid tribute to an “enormously 
talented” lawyer who was an “inspi¬ 
ration” to others practising immigra¬ 
tion law. 

Four days after the incident detec¬ 
tive charged 34-year-old Nina Kanagasingham, 
of Chichele Road, Cricklewood, with the murder 
of the father-of-three who police said is officially 
referred to as cross gender or gender variant. 

Kanagasingham appeared at the Old Bailey 
accused of murder on Monday where it emerged 
the 34-year-old is in fact a man undergoing a sex 
change. The judge was told the sex change had 
not been completed but that the defendant wished 
to be referred to as Nina. 

In a statement Mr Burgess’ law firm said: “We 
are immensely saddened by the death of David 
Burgess, an enormously talented practitioner, an 
inspiration to a generation of lawyers practising 
in this field, and a great friend. 

“David’s contribution to legal development is 
unquestionable but what is sometimes forgotten 
is that he was a pioneer in setting legal tests and 
trends in genuinely trailblazing cases. 

“This firm has tried hard to live up to the 
high standards set by David. We would not have 
been the same firm without his contribution 


and encouragement - we shall not be the same 
firm without him.” 

He was known at work as David but to his 
family as Sonia. 

He is survived by his ex-wife, two daughters 
and one son. 

A statement from his family said: “Sonia 
(David) was a loving and wonderful person 
and will be missed deeply. We would appreciate 
being given space to come to terms with 
our loss.” 

Mr Burgess, of central London, had been 
involved with immigration law since the 1970s 
and his work as a partner with Winstanley 
Burgess Solicitors led to significant judgments in 
the House of Lords, the European Court of 
Human Rights and European Court. 

He was involved in cases including trials over¬ 
seas, claims against the Ministry of Defence and 
guidance casework in North Korea. 

Kanagasingham was remanded in custody to 
appear again at the Old Bailey on February 3. 


Appeal after cat ‘training’ torture 



A TERRIFIED cat found in Muswell Hill with 
a shoelace embedded in its neck may have 
been used as bait to train vicious dogs, 
the RSPCA said. 

Officers would like to hear from 
anyone with information about 
what happened to the animal 
which was found last week 
with a shoelace tied tightly 
around its neck with a 
small lead attached to it. 

The shoelace, which is 
believed to have been 
there for months, had 
eaten into the flesh and 
caused an infection, said 
animal welfare officer Nicole 
Broster. Gangs can use this method 
for swinging the cat around to be used as 
bait for status dogs they are training. The 
black-and-white cat is reported to have 
been “very frightened” and had to be 
caught using a humane trap. She was found 
on a balcony belonging to tenants on an 
estate in Colney Hatch Lane, who then 
called the RSPCA. 

Nicole said: “There are also three kittens 
aged about a year old, who have become 
feral, and we are trying to catch them so 
that they can be rehomed.” 

The cat is recovering at a veterinary 
surgery in Surrey. Katie Wilkins, manager 
of the Wood Green Animal Shelter in nearby

Lordship Lane, told the 
Advertiser that this is a “known problem” 
in London. She added: “Dog fighting is such 
an underground and secretive thing. We 
know it goes on and we will hear little 
snippets from people but it is very difficult 
to get to the bottom of it. 

“It’s very difficult because people dog 
fight for different reasons; for some it is the 
gambling side of things, for other people 
it’s part of their culture and it is a way of 
proving yourself as a young man - there 
are so many different reasons.”

A PAIR of quilted silk ballet shoes 
glint out from the shelf. Topped 
with beautiful fuchsia bows and 
lined with striking black and white 
fabric featuring famous London 
landmarks, they look edgy and expensive and 
wouldn’t seem out of place in a designer shop in 
Bond Street. 

But these gleaming shoes weren’t made in a 
foreign factory but a workshop in Brighton and 
were put together using remnants from old cur¬ 
tains and fabric, vintage buttons and zips donated 
by a luxury clothing company. 

They embody the ethos of the charity Traid, 
which has a shop in Wood Green and which 
works to divert the nation’s unwanted clothes 
away from landfill and toward recycling and 
reuse - with the ultimate aim of fighting global 
inequality in the textile industry. 

“We take things that have been thrown out and 
turn them into a valuable and desirable prod¬ 
ucts,” explained Leigh McAlea, a spokeswoman 
for Traid, which stands for Textile Recycling for 
Aid and International Development. 

She shows me around the spacious shop in 
High Road, filled with rails and shelves of 
clothes, shoes, ties, belts, toys, books and bric-a- 
brac. It is certainly a bargain-hunter’s paradise 
and, according to Traid’s website, it is Wood 
Green’s “secondhand supermarket”, although it 
feels more like a clothing store than a charity 
shop. Leigh explained that this is intentional. 

“We believe this is more like a shop than an 
ordinary charity shop because you are probably 
going to find something that you want to buy 
every time you come in,” she said. 

“Each of our ten shops focus on different mar¬ 
kets: we sell lots of men’s vintage clothes in 
Brixton, designer clothes in Westbourne Grove 
and loads of vintage stuff in Camden. The Wood 
Green shop reflects the area, where you have all 
sorts of people living cheek by jowl - it’s incred¬ 
ibly mixed and really busy!” 

Clothes and fabrics are donated to Traid at its 
955 points around the UK and about 20 per cent 
of donations are reused after being sorted at its 
plant in Wembley. Offerings too damaged or too 
poor in quality are sold wholesale and snapped 
up by rag merchants, eventually becoming car 
insulation or seat stuffing. 

Environmentally friendly men’s and women’s 
clothing is also produced under the fashion label 
TRAIDremade. Secondhand textiles, which 
would otherwise be thrown away, are fashioned 
into new clothing and each piece is a complete 
one-off, remade by hand at Traid’s workshop in 
Brighton. They are available at some Traid 
shops, although not currently at Wood Green, as 
well as online. The current collection features a 
taupe stretch linen dress with lovely ruffle detail 
sleeves, a one-off cherry red leather jacket and a

bucket-shaped bag made from original cream 
Aran wool. Each could have been selected from 
the catwalk collection of a big-name designer yet 
is priced at a fraction of the cost. 

“Our designer Paula never knows what she’s 
making until the stock comes in,” laughs Leigh. 

“We work on a week-by-week basis, using 
what we receive. This week she wanted a lot of 
knitwear as she’s been appliqueing jumpers, 
stitching them together or turning them into tank 
tops, adding trims - that sort of thing. We had 
some beautiful, vintage Liberty fabric which we 
used to make summer dresses.” 

Holding up a beautifully constructed white top 
made from vintage Liberty curtains, Leigh said: 
“This will sell for around £55. The price reflects 
the time and work that has gone into it. These are 
things you can’t buy on the high street and it is 
also a good tool to get people thinking about 
‘up-cycling’ and reusing.” 

Traid has so far raised more than £2million, 
which has been used to improve the lives, envi¬ 
ronment and wages of those working in the 
global textile supply chain. One of their projects 
funded three embroidery centres in Delhi, India, 
for so-called home workers - women who work 
from home stitching sequins and beads on to 
clothes - who get paid a pittance for their skills. 
The new centres mean their wages are immedi¬ 
ately doubled and their children will also receive 
an education. 

“When you buy something incredibly cheap, 
you need to be aware of the impact it has on those 
who made it,” explained Leigh. 

“We are trying to show that secondhand is not 
just possible, but desirable too.”

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Killed in kidnap: Syed Abbass Killer jailed: Blaize Lunkulu 


Kidnap killer 
must serve at 
least six years

A MAN from Tottenham has been jailed for a 
lengthy spell after being convicted of the kidnap 
and manslaughter of Syed Abbass in East Ham 
last year. 

Blaize Lunkulu, 25, of Weir Hall Road, was 
given an indeterminate sentence but ordered to 
serve a minimum of six years and four months 
after previously pleading guilty to 24-year-old 
Mr Abbass’ manslaughter, one count of kidnap 
and one count of perverting the course of jus¬ 
tice. One count of burglary is to stay on file. 

Another man, Vikar Khan, from Walthamstow, 
was also sentenced at the Old Bailey on 
Wednesday for nine years after pleading guilty 
to the same charges. 

The investigating officer, Detective Inspector 
David Whellams of the Homicide and Serious 
Crime Command, said: “Lunkulu and Khan 
targeted Mr Abbass because they believed he 
was in possession of money and drugs. 

“Fuelled by greed and envy, the defendants 
launched a brutal attack in the hope they could 
make some easy money. 

“The reality was very different. As a direct 
result of their actions, a family has lost a son and 
brother - no custodial sentence can compensate 
for that. 

“I would like to thank the investigation team 
for its hard work, perseverance and determina¬ 
tion to bring this case to a conclusion.” 

Police were called at 3.30am on September 7, 
2009, after a member of the public reported 
seeing a man being beaten and dragged into a 
white Audi A3 in Forest Gate. 

Mr Abbass had been visiting his sister in For¬ 
est Gate before returning to his home in Earl- 
ham Grove. As he was walking he was grabbed 
by the two men and severely beaten in the street. 
He was then dragged into the Audi which was 
driven off by a third suspect. 

Two hours later, Mr Abbass was found lying 
partially clothed on the pavement near railings 
next to some wasteland. 

He was taken to the Royal London Hospital in 
Whitechapel where he died the next day. 

A post mortem gave the cause of death as a 
head injury. 

The car was later found burned in Redbridge. 


Hospital’s oasis 
of rare trees is 
saved from axe 

AN “oasis of green” in Tottenham will be saved 
after St Ann’s Hospital won a grant to preserve 
its “rare and fruitful” trees. 

Barnet, Enfield And Haringey Mental Health 
NHS Trust, which runs the hospital in St Ann’s 
Road, has been awarded a community grant 
under the Forestry Commission’s London tree 
and woodland grant scheme. 

A team of tree experts and enthusiasts had 
highlighted the importance of the trees first 
planted by a head gardener from Kew Gardens 
and will now manage the St Ann’s project. 

This will include “tree tours” to increase 
appreciation of the trees, which will also be used 
in therapy, with patients, carers and visitors all 
urged to spend time in the grounds. 

The first tree tour took place on October 12 
under a striking, autumnal canopy with local 
botanist Devid Bevan leading the way. 

The team aims to plant new trees and to har¬ 
vest fruit from a number of trees on site which 
can then be used for juices, jams and chutneys. 

Maria Kane, chief executive of the trust, said: 
“St Ann’s is an oasis of green in the middle of 
Haringey, and we’re incredibly fortunate to have 
such a beautiful site, with rare mature trees. 

“We’re also lucky to have dedicated volunteers 
and experts to help us maximise the benefits of 
our site for therapeutic purposes. This grant will 
help us make the most of our surroundings.”

Four legs good, one man 
better at Gary’s new farm 

ANIMAL Farm is a truly stirring achievement 
however you look at it 
Not the book (although George Orwell’s 1946 
novel remains one of the finest examples of 
political allegory ever written) but the theatrical 
tour de force devised by Guy Masterson. 

The writer and actor first realised the idea of 
transforming Orwell’s many characters and inci¬ 
dents into a one-man play in the mid-1990s. 

Starting at the Edinburgh Festival, Masterson 
not only adapted the novella into a headlong 
hour of intense dramatic entertainment but 
stepped up to perform the dozens of farmyard 
animals, leading to award after award and end¬ 
less international tours. 

Directing such West End hits as Morecambe 
now preoccupies most of Masterson’s time, 
leaving the acting to a younger generation 
including the incredibly versatile Gary Shelford 
who bring his version of Animal Farm to arts- 
depot tonight and tomorrow. 

Using nothing but a wooden box, sounds 
effects and lighting, Shelford steps into 
Masterson’s size tens to perform the story

Reminders of heroic feats 
of the WWII Polish airmen 


By Nick Griffin 

THE heroic wartime exploits of Pol¬ 
ish airmen who fought during the 
Battle Of Britain have become part 
of a podcast available to those vis¬ 
iting RAF Museum Hendon. 

From this week visitors are able to 
download the recording from the 
internet and listen to the stories as 
they tour museum’s exhibits. 

The podcast, entitled Repeat 
Please: Poles In The Battle Of 
Britain, was released on Monday to 
coincide with the 70th anniversary of 
the Battle Of Britain and the with¬ 
drawal from service of the Polish 303 
fighter squadron. 

It forms just one part of a series of 
podcasts exploring lesser-known 
aspects of the famous air battle 
being compiled by the museum in 
Aerodrome Road. It is available in 
both English and Polish. 

About 8,500 Polish airmen made 
their way to Britain after the Nazi 
invasion of Poland with most being 
posted to RAF bomber squadrons. 

There were, however, two fighter 
squadron, 302 and 303, which joined 
the effort to repel the Luftwaffe 
during the Battle Of Britain in the 


summer of 1940. By the end of the 
battle Polish pilots serving with 303 
Squadron destroyed 126 enemy 
aircraft, more than any other allied 
squadron. Fighter ace Witold 
Urbanowicz was Poland’s top pilot, 
clocking up 15 kills. 

Air Vice-Marshal I Peter Dye, direc¬ 
tor general of the museum, said: 
“These airmen had seen their coun¬ 
try over-run but were determined to 
fight on. Some served with the 
French Air Force only to experience 
defeat again. Some reached England 
after a long and perilous journey and 
all had a burning passion to defeat 
the enemy. 

“In this podcast we describe a 
time when the people of Europe 
came to our aid at the time of our 
greatest peril. We express our grati¬ 
tude for the bravery and dedication 
of those many Polish veterans who 
served in the RAF to defend our free¬ 
dom and to secure the future that we 
now all enjoy.” 

Other recordings include Sir 
Richard Branson reading from the 
biography of legendary fighter pilot 
Douglas Bader, BBC interviews with 
the pilots of flew during the Battle Of 
Britain and an upcoming audio file

FARCICAL comedies tend to rank 
pretty low on my list of favourite film 
genres, so sitting down to Due Date 
I wasn’t expecting much. 

This odd-couple road trip borrows 
heavily from the classic 1980s com¬ 
edy Planes, Trains And Automo¬ 
biles, but instead of Steve Martin 
trying to get home for Thanksgiving, 
we have Robert Downey Jr playing 
Peter, a man doing his best to return 
to LA so he can attend the birth of 
his child. In the John Candy role is 
Zach Galifianakis as Ethan, a naive 
and hapless stoner who wants to 
make it as a Hollywood actor. 

Ethan, who is carrying around his 
dead father’s ashes, thwarts Peter’s 
every attempt to get from Atlantic 
City to LA and as the pair drive coast 
to coast they end up in hospital, are 
accused of smuggling drugs over 
the Mexican border and are beaten 
up by an Iraq war veteran. 

Galifianakis, like Candy, is excep¬ 
tional at playing the lovable but infu¬ 
riating loser. He is earnest and opti¬ 
mistic in equal measure, with an 
entertaining camp walk that could 
win over the stoniest of hearts. 


Downey, although no Steve Mar¬ 
tin, is charismatic as the highly 
strung Peter and the two leads have 
a winning chemistry and share 
some wonderfully comic moments. 

Making a cameo appearance in a 
pointless sub-plot is Jamie Foxx, 
who plays Peter’s friend. He is 
strangely out of place in this absurd 
comedy but Juliette Lewis, depend¬ 
ably wacky as always, is much 
more at home as the drug-dealing 


mum who sells weed to Ethan. 

Due Date shares its director Todd 
Phillips and its star Galifianakis with 
gross-out comedy The Hangover, 
and this film follows in the same 
vein. It is silly, far-fetched, squirm- 
inducing and predictable. 

Nevertheless, my need to goof 
out must have been long overdue 
as I found myself being entertained 
by these two losers.

HARRY ISSUES 
MEDIA THREAT

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR manager 
Harry Redknapp has threatened to stop 
speaking to the media if he is punished 
by the Football Association for his criti¬ 
cism of referee Mark Clattenburg. 

The FA were expected to confirm by 
the end of yesterday whether Redknapp 
was being charged over his remarks, 
which were made in the aftermath of 
Spurs’ controversial 2-0 defeat at Man¬ 
chester United on Saturday 

Redknapp was left fuming that the 
officials allowed United’s late second 
goal to stand, when Nani fired into an 
empty net after keeper Heurelho Gomes 
had placed the ball down in the incorrect 
belief that Clattenburg had awarded 
Tottenham a free-kick following Nani’s 
clear handball. 

“The whole thing was a farce,” Red¬ 
knapp said at the time. “It was a hand¬ 
ball. Nani put his hand on it and dragged 
it down. Mark is a top referee but he has 
had a nightmare with that. 

“In the end Clattenburg will come up 
with some excuse as to why he didn’t see 


it - well, if he did that he should have 
been telling Gomes to play on. 

“I haven’t spoken to the referee, he’s not 
going to change his decision and he’s 
made a mess of it all now anyway. 

“They’ll go in and come up with a 
story that will make it all look right - 
that’s what happens.” 

The fact that he could get into trouble 
for his comments left Redknapp even 
more annoyed and saw him warn the 
press that he could refuse to do post¬ 
match interviews in the future. 

“If they want to make an issue of what I 
said then I’ll make some issues as well,” 
he said. “Don’t expect me to come out on 
the TV any more, ever, and speak to the 
press after the game, because I won’t do it. 

“If I can’t come on TV when I get 
asked a question and answer it in a 
truthful manner then am I supposed to 
come out after and say ‘it was a jolly 
good decision of Mark, I felt he handled 
it very well’? 

“When I’m asked a question I give a 
truthful answer. He made a right mess of 
it all. That was my answer and I stand by 
that 100 per cent.” 



In-form Boro’ hit 
Hatfield for six 

TOLUO POPOOLA and Daniel Ailey 
both scored twice as in-form Haringey 
Borough turned on the style to secure a 
crushing 6-1 win at home to Hatfield 
Town in the Spartan Premier Division 
on Saturday.
